Enquiries respecting the continuance 
of this important thoroughfare to tho 
Cadboro bay road are very numerous. 
Populur feeling is unmistakably in favor 
of completing this work without dotay. 
Some way or other the preliminaries are 
not making satisfactory progress, but just 
whero tho hitch is no one seems to know. 
No huestion was so well defined at the 
polls lust January as this; and one old and 
energetic councillor was defeated purely 
in consequence of his opposition to the 
measure. Another candidate, also op- 
posed, and a school trustee got permission 
to stay away from tho council board on 
the same question. Every successful 
candidate; the mayor included, was very 
pronounced prior to election; and since 
then there are no two opinions among the 
councillors as to the necessity of opening 
tho street ; tho only difference being as to 
whether it should go through the school 
reserve on a straight line or bo detlectod 
along the H. B. .Co. fence. After the 
municipal election it was supposed that 
all would be plain sailing and that in a 
tow weeks the thing would be accom- 
plished; but three months of the year aro 
past and still little or nothing has been 
done. It seems that another private bill 
is now necessary as the one that tho city 
barrister had prepared in connection with 
tho city map has been rejected by the 
private bills committee, or at least they 
have declined to entertain either it or the 
map. This bill ought not to meet with 
any obstruction in its passage either 
through committee or tho legislature in 
which case it will not bo long before work 
can be conimor:ced on the street. There 
is some talk of a direct vote of the rate- 
payers being necessary. This idea seems 
a very absurd one in view of the street 
opening being such a thorough test ques- 
tion at tho lato election; still should it bo 
considered advisable no difficulty need be 
anticipated in this respect by the pro- 
motors of tho project, as but few votes 
would be recorded against it. A special 
mooting of the council will be held to-day 
when it is to bp hoped that all obstruc 
tions will bo moved out of the way and 
arrangoiuenta made for the speedy passage 
of tho bill. 

THE VLEMITSON MATTER. 

Tho ex-premior is again endeavoring to 
falsify tho record in tho Clemitson mat- 
ter.

Latin in tho Schools. 

Y.u.i:, March 22, 1883. 
To tiik Ei>itor: — Again 1 crave space 
ill your columns to reply to Mr. Delanoy's 
last letter. It may seem odd to the pub- 
lic that aftor all he has said about a more 
extensive oourso he does not hold a first 
A. The first A course includes English 
literature, ancient history, pneumatics, 
practical mathematics, one of the natural 
sciences, four extra books. of Euclid, and 
all tho more difficult parts of algebra and 
mensuration, besides Latin in addition to 
a first B. People acquainted with these 
subjects know they are pretty extensive, 
and yet ho does not require thorn for tho 
certificate be now holds. 15y all means 
let him irot a taste of the pie before he 
comments on its merits. Get up the 
course as it is, Mr. Delanoy, and then, if 
you feel like having a more extended one 
shout for it. * * * Vou say there is 
no honor in competing with public school 
pupils. Now, Bir, if it so be that a pupil 
from a public school is capable of passing 
a better examination than one from a 
high school, 1 contend he should never 
be Bhut out by Latin, "(live honor to 
whom honor is due" should be the ruling 
maxim. In Milton's time Latin was of 
practical use; but it takes a fnrseeing fel- 
low to find out just where its real use 
comes in at the present day. Please tell 
us if you over were taught Latin in that 
Norma! school of which you say you are 
a graduate. If not your signing yourself 
a "normulite" does not affect any of my 
statements. I am not opposed to having 
Latin on the programme; but I think it is 
decidedly wrong to make it a test subject. 
It is not made a test even in our col- 
legiate institute?. It is there grouped 
with several others and a percentage re- 
quired on the (.thers. There is no prece- 
dent for such a clause. I look upon it as 
one of tho most uncalled-for uct.s that 
ever disgraced any public school curricu- 
lum in the country. In other provinces 
the legislature have the making of the 
school laws. Here it is doubtful, us the 
clause referred to seems to havu been 
manufactured this last winter when no 
parliament was in session, l'.ut if the 
government have it in their power anil 
fail to put this clause where it always 
should have been, within the confines of 
waste-basket, thoy will deserve the cen- 
sure of every fair-minded public school 
leather in British Columbia, as well as 
others interested in the cause of public 
school education. I believe tho people 
of this province are too public spirited to 
allow of such an imposition on thnir pub- 
lic school system. Oeutlomen, how do 
you, how can you expect men of ability 
and energy to take hold of your public 
schools if you bar them from the highest 
honors of their profession! It seems tho 
high schools have not suffered by the old 
act. Then why this change/

' ENERGY" AS DEVELOPED 
TIIE DRY DOCK.

The organ on Saturday made gross mis- 
statements with regard to the progress of 
tho Esquimalt dock- Our contemporary 
says, "If the same amount of energy is 
continued for the balance of the year as 
has been displayed for tho last few 
months past tho dock should bo complotod 
and ready to take in vessels by tho end of 
the yoar." On referring to Mr. Commis- 
sioner Boavon's report for 1882 wo find 
that Kinnipplo & Morris' estimato tha 
quantity of coment still to bo imported at 
3488 tons. The Walkom-Bcaven 'govern- 
ment put forth all thoir enorgios, and 
managed to get 1100 tons of that material 
delivered at Esquimalt in a little over 
twelve months. Therefore, "If the same 
amount of onergy is continued" it will 
tako over thrco years to obtain the ce- 
ment still required. Again, tho value of 
tho work performed on the dock from 
the first of July to tho fifth of Decem- 
ber, 1882, (five montliB) is §11,000. (See 
resident engineer's certificate, pngo 301.) 
If this display of " onorgy" be continued, 
estimating the unexpended amount of the 
original contract at 8300,000, it would 
just take the Beaven government ten 
years and five months to complete tho 
dock. As to tho cost, from Mr. Beaven 's 
report it appears somo §20,000 havo been 
expended in executing elovon thousand 
five hundred dollars worth of work. 
Therefore, if this onorgetic waste of 
funds be continued it would take .$678,- 
000 to coinploto work that McNamee «fc 
Co. valued at $300,000, including con- 
tractors' profits.

The largo influx of whito immigrants

The state apartment at Hampton Court 
Palace are again open to the general pub- 
lic, but a lirst view of them after the fire 
revealed many signs of tho peril they had 
been in.

His Grace the Duke of Norfolk, pre- 
mier Duke of England, tried to enter 
Palace Yard, Loudon, during the Brad- 
laugh demonstration at the opening of 
parliament, but was prevented by a police- 
man, who didn't recognize him. In vain 
the Duke revealed his august dignity. 
"You a Peer?" cried the guardian of tho 
law; "you're no peer; you're a Brad laugh- 
ite." And the Duke had to give it up as 
a bad job. 

Cardinal Manning's house at Westmin- 
ster is to be pulled down at once to make 
room for the new cathedral to bo erected 
by the munificence of Sir Tatton Sykes. 
The cathedral is to lie built from the de- 
signs of the Commemorative Church in 
Vienna. Sir Tatton Sykes has obtained 
all the plana and working drawings from 
Vienna. The Emporor of Austria refuod 
to give his sanction to the disposal of 
these designs unless fur the purpose of 
building a Roman Catholic church, where- 
upon Sir Tatton wrote. "I'd just as 
soon build a Catholic church as another. " 

Tho mayor of the small Roumanian 
commune of Vadulosti found such diffi- 
culty in collecting taxes that he was driv- 
en to despair, from which, however, he 
presently emerged with an inspiration .
